SALT II summit 
set for June 15 


; WASHINGTON, May 11 
(Agencies) — President jimmy 
Carter and Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev will hold summit 
talks in Vienna on June 15-18, the 
White House announced Friday. 

The two leaders will sign the 
SALT Q treaty and discuss other 
issues including world, problems 
and bilateral relations, a senior 
administration official said. 

The text of the announcement 
was: 

“ By mutual agreement, the 
meeting of the President of the 
United States, Jimmy Carter, with 
the General Secretary of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Communist 
Party of the Soviet Union and the 
President of the Presidium of the 
Supreme Soviet of the USSR, 
Leonid Brezhnev, will take (dace 
from June 15-18 in Vienna, 
Austria. 

“ The two leaders will confirm 
and sign the treaty on the limita- 
tion of strategic offensive arms, 
the work on which is now being 
completed, and will discuss other 
issues of mutual interest to the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. ” 

The statement was read to 
reporters by White House 
National Security Adviser Zbig- 
niew BrzezmskL 

As adminis tration official said 
Carter hoped the summit would 
produce an agreement for the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union to hold regular summits. 

He also said Carter was hopeful 
that the Vienna summit would 
expand. Soviet- American rela- 
tions generally, as well as point the 
way to another round in negotia- 
■tions for limiting strategic arms. 

A" similar announcement of the 
summit was made in Moscow. 

The White House official, asked 
whether the weak, state of Brezh- 
nev’s health would, hamper sum- 
mit discussions, said that informal 
meetings would be .planned for 
U.S. and Soviet delegations as 
well as private, one-on-one con- 
ferences between - the Soviet 
leader and Carter. . 

We are now working with the 
-Soviets on an agenda, ’* the offi- 
cial said at the White House 
announcement of the summit. 

The official said the talks would 
center on three categories : 

— - The treaty and related arms 
control issues, among them the 
steps to be taken to lead to subse- 
quent arms control talks.. 


— Bilateral issues related to 
ways of expanding U.S.-Soviet 
relations. 

— Other international issues 
dealing with developments out- 
side of the direct U.S.-Soviet 
sphere. 

Announcement of the summit 
date and site came one day after 
the chairman of the Senate Fore- 
ign Relations Committee said 
“ the Soviet Union is not 
Panama ” and cautioned his col- 
leagues against making sweeping 
changes in SALT II that could 
leave detente “ like broken pot- 
tery on the floor. ” 

The chairman. Sen. Frank 
Church, D- Idaho, said Thursday, 
“ the vote for or against the treaty 
should not be camouflaged by 
attempts to destroy it by indirec- 
tion." 

The Senate made substantial 
changes in the treaties Carter 
submitted for returning the 
Panama Canal to Panama 

While cautioning against similar 
changes that could force the 
Soviets to reject the agreement. 
Church said,/ 1 this is not to say 
that any treaty presented to the 
Senate is sacrosanct or that execu- 
tive draftsmanship is infallible. 

“ During the course of the 
debate, the Senate may indeed 
strengthen SALT XL ... this is the 
'proper role for the Senate if 
responsibility exercised. " 

Church’s . remarks were in a 
speech to the International 
Researches and Exchanges 
Board, which sponsors scholarly 
exchanges between the United 
States and the Soviet Union. .

U.N. : 9 Lebanese villagers 
kidnapped by Israeli force 


TEL AVTV, May 11 (Agencies) 
— Nine Lebanese civilians were 
kidnapped by the Israeli army fol- 
lowing a border clash with a group 
• of Palestinian t commandos, a 
United Nations source reported 
Friday. 

The Israeli army spokesman 
denied the report 

According to the U.N. source, 
the men were taken “for interrog- 
ation" by Israeli troops from the 
village of Shaqra, about four miles 
from the border. 

A five-hour confrontation bet- 
ween the Israeli troops and United 
Nations forces ensued when the 


Israelis were prevented from 
searching the U.N. patrolled vil- 
lage. 

In a political development 
Lebanon has formally requested 
an urgent Security Council meet- 
ing on the situation in southern 
Lebanon. Lebanse Ambassador 
Ghassan Tueni said Thursday. 

Tueni told a news conference 
that he was making the 
announcement because of wide- 
spread confusion over whether 
two letters be previously circu- 
lated on Israeli incursions into the 
area constituted a formal request 
for such a meeting. 


Oil prc^uction in Iran back 
‘almost to previous level’ 


MANILA, May 11 (Agencies) 
— Iran’s oil ] production and 
exports have almost readied their 
level prior to the February revolu- 
tion, Iranian Deputy Minister for 
Economic Affairs and Finance, 
Cyrus Ebrahimzadeh, said Friday. 

“I wish to emphasize that the 
new regime in Iran is fully con- 
scious of its obligations and every 
intention of continuing the flow of 
this essential commodity to the 
world markets," he said. 

He also expressed apprecia- 
tion for the understanding and 


cooperation shown by the Organ- 
ization of Petroleum Exporting 
Countries (OPEC) in the past few 
months. 

Ebrahimzadeh told the 159- 
country. United Nations Confer- . 
ence on Trade and Development 
(UNCTAD) that last year’s ofl 
strike was entirely a domestic 
issue, aimed at overthrowing the 
Shah's regime. 

“When the new provisional 
government assumed power it 
assigned highest priority to 
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resumption of activities in the oil 
sector, despite facing numerous 
problems in different areas," he 
said. 

“As a result, and thanks to the 
efforts of the Iranian personnel in 
the petroleum industry, the oD 
production and exports have now 
been restored almost to their pre- 
vious level.’’ 

He said the government of Iran 
had started a program to assume 
full control over the national 
economy and the country’s des- 
tiny. 

The former regime had pot the 
country’s abundant resources and 
vast potentials at the disposal of 
foreign interests, he said. 

“This shameful treason and 
tr each ery was done through an 
expanding network of bilateral 
agreements made in the name of 
a ccel erating Iran’s economic and 
industrial development. 

“In fact they were mostly 
d esign ed to plunder our natural 
resources and to make _ the 
national economy increasingly 
dependent on foreign technology 
and expertise," he added. 


Begin offers U.S. bases 
after viewing navy show

EISENHOWER, off the Israeli 
coast. May 11 (R) — Israeli Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin sat on 
the deck of this giant aircraft car- 
rier watching a demonstration of 
American air power Thursday 
and said be was ready to offer the 
United States any base facilities it 
might need. 

The 95,000-ton carrier was on a 
visit to Haifa for what diplomatic 
sources describe as something of a 
gesture to soothe fears constantly 
voiced by Israel about its security. 

The Eisenhower put out to sea 
carrying Begin, Defense Minister 
Ezer We rzm an and Israeli Presi- 
dent Yitzhak Navon at the head of 
some 600 Israeli and diplomatic 
guests. 

They watched the ship’s F-2 and 
A- 7 aircraft catapulted off the 
four-and-a-half-acre flight deck 
to blast simulated targets with 
bombs and rockets. 

At a press conference after- 
wards Begin praised U.S. military 
power and said “it is no secret that 
we have said whenever the United 
States wants facilities, these 
facilities will be put at the disposal 
of the United States forces." 

Israeli leader said that following 
the peace treaty with Egypt, Haifa 

and Alexandria might be useful 
points of call for the U.S. Navy.

“The fact that they were 
couched in terms that were not 
conventional or did not corres- 
pond to the literary jargon of the 
U.N. is only probably a sign of ... 
my desire not to conform with this 
jargon," he said. 

He said he wrote a formal letter 
Wednesday but the council presi- 
dent, Portuguese Ambassador 
Vasco Futscher Pereira, thought it 
unnecessary since the council was 
already aware of the matter. 

Pereira held consultations 
Wednesday with representatives 
of the countries that have contri- 
buted troops to the U.N. peace- 
"V -keeping force in southern Leba- 
non. 

Tueni said: “My government is 
satisfied with the manner in which 
Mr. Pereira conducted yesterday 
what in appearance seemed to be 
consultations, but in reality was a 
very consistent and forceful dip- 
lomatic action, in consultation 
with the 'various governments* 
concerned.*' 

He also expressed satisfaction 
with the performance of the 
United Natio ns In terim Force in 
Lebanon (UNIFTL). 

Meanwhile Israeli Ambassador 
Yehuda Blum defended his coun- 
try’s incursions into Lebanon and 
said they were in retaliation for 
attacks against Israel by the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization 
(PLQ). 

In a letter to-Pereira of Portugal, 
Blum listed three dozen violent 
incidents in Israel which he said 
had caused 17 deaths and 240 
injuries in the past several months. 

“In almost every case, it was 
through its new agency in Beirut 
and on its radio station broadcast- 
ing in Lebanon that the — FLO 
has openly boasted of responsibil- 
ity" for the attacks he said. 

“Lebanon has served and-eon- 
tinires to serve as the major plan- 
ning and operational base” for 
PLO attacks against Israel, be 
added.

WASHINGTON — The United States and 
Egypt are considering a return to the Geneva peace 
conference as a way of bringing the other Arab 
parties into the negotiating process, informed 
American sources said here Friday. 

The Carter administration is actively exploring - 
the Geneva option at the same time that it continues 
preparations for the upcoming Egyptian-Israeli 
negotiations on Palestinian “autonomy/' the 
sources said. 

“The two approaches — comprehensive and 
bilateral — are being pursued in parallel to keep 
America's options open," one source said. 

U.S. officials are be ginnin g to regard Geneva as a 
way of involving all Arab parties, including the 
PLO, in future peace negotiations now that moder- 
ate Arab states have turned their backs on the 
Camp David approach, sources said. 

A return to Geneva would also bring the Soviet 
Union — as co-chairman along with the U.S. — 
back into the peace process. 

U.S. officials see this as one way to defuse the 
prospect of Soviet “adventurism" in the Middle 
East and the Gulf at a time when tensions are run- 
ning high in the region. And Egypt regards the 
Geneva option as a highly desirable way of ending 
its current isolation in the Arab world. 

The Egyptian government recently expressed its 
support for a return to the comprehensive Geneva 
format in an Egyptian- Romanian joint com moru- 
que issued at the end of- a state visit to Egypt by 
Romanian President Nicolai Ceausescu. 

Egyptian newspapers in recent weeks have 
devoted considerable space to a discussion of the 
Geneva option. By way of contrast, there hasibeen 


virtually no talk of Geneva in the Israeli press. 

It is believed here that Egypt and the United 
States have been discussing the Geneva option in 
private, 

U.S. officials also raised the subject in recent 
talks here with Abdul Hamid Sharaf, chief of the 
Jordanian Royal Court and a key foreign policy 
adviser to King Hussein. 

The Geneva format is viewed by the Carter 
administration as a way of repairing the damaged 
relations between the U.S. and two of its closest 
Arab friends, Jordan and Saudi Arabia. These two 
countries parted ways with the U.S. over the 
Egyptian-Israeli peace treaty, and officials here are 
trying frantically to regain Jordanian and Saudi 
support. 

The prospect of a return to Geneva was a main 
topic of discussion at a recent dosed-door confer- 
ence between prominent U.S. and Soviet citizens in 
Williamsburg, Virginia. The conference included 
government officials from both superpowers. 

Meanwhile, President Jimmy Carter feels he has 
a responsibility to see that Israeli military rule in the 
occupied West Bank is ended, according to an 
interview published Friday in the Hebrew daily 
“Maariv” 

Carter said that it was not his job' to take steps 
toward or to define Palestinian autonomy, the self- 
rule plan for Palestinians on West Bank and the 
Gaz&'Strip. 

“But it is my responsibility under the Camp 
David accords," Carter said “to bring to an end the 
present military government and the redeployment 
of Israeli security forces to specified locations in the 
West Bank." 

• ' “I wouldn't base the borders on the Bible, but I 
alto understand (Israeli) security considerations," 
he said.

U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis said no peace treaty could 
remove a country’s need to be 
strong and to have reliable friends 
in case war should occur. 

“The presence of this ship illus- 
trates that Israel has this reliable 
friend and ally," Lewis said. 

During the firepower demonst- 
ration many Israelis were joking 
about the possibility of having the 
bombs fall on Palestinian camps in 
nearby Lebanon. Deputy Prime 
Minister Yigael Yadin said to one 
American officer, “we could find 
you some real targets today.” 


FEZ, Morocco May 11 (Agen- 
cies) — The ministerial meeting of 
the Islamic Conference Organiza- 
tion (ICO)faas postponed election 
of a new secretary general until 
next October, conference sources 
said Friday. 

At a plenary session Thursday 
night the ministers agreed to 
amend the ICO charter to prolong 
the term of office of Secretary 
General Amadou Karim Gaye of 
Senegal for another three months 
until October. 

The new secretary general will 
be elected at a meeting in New 
York during the United Nations 
General Assembly. 

There are two candidates for 
the post : former Tunisian Foreign 
Minister Habib Chatty and Pro- 
fessor Muhamad Shams foreign 
minister of Bangladesh. 

Meanwhile delegates broke 
away from their deliberations Fri- 
day for the holy day before voting 
on several key issues at the Con- 
ference. 

The drafting committee was 
putting the finishing touches on 
resolutions to be voted on Satur- 
day. The issues include support for 
the cause of the Palestinians and 
calls for the liberation of 
Jerusalem. 

Friday, the delegates were to 
travel by road to see King Hassan 
of Morocco inaugurate a new dam 
at Oued Al-Makbazine, 200 
kilometers north west of Fez. 

The King has been appointed 
chairman of a special committee 
set up to coordinate a campaign 
for the liberation of Jerusalem. 

A conference spokesman said 
the committee would campaign 
a gains t the “ Judaization *** of 
occupied Arab territory and sup- 
port Palestinian resistance. 

Egypt was suspended from the 
Islamic Conference Organization 
earlier this week because Cairo 
signed a peace treaty with Israel. 

The appointment of King Has- 
san followed a proposal by Saudi 
Arabia. 

Addressing the Conference 
Thursday Prince Saud Al- Faisal 
said the committee should include 


.four foreign ministers and submit 
its report to the Islamic summit 
conference that is scheduled to be 
held in Mecca at the beginning of 
next year. 

Meanwhile Prince :Saud also 
conferred with Abdul Halim 
Khaddam. Syrian deputy premier 
and foreign minister and with the 
foreign ministers of Oman, 
Bahrain, Qatar, the UAE and the 
deputy foreign minister of South 
Yemen at the conference. 

Sadat Thursday c r it iciz ed the 
■“mean role’" of Morocco in sus- 
pending Egypt’s membership in 
the Islamic Conference. 

Sadat told a political rally at the 


Nile Delta town of Kafr El- 
Sheikh, “ Morocco has played a 
mean role in suspending Egypt’s 
membership. ” 

He said Morocco had asked 
Egypt to delay the departure .of its 
delegation to the conference “ to 
gain time to suspend Egypt " 

“ This suspension will not affect 
us. Let us see what the Arabs and 
the Muslims led by Saudi Arabia 
and Morocco can do without 
Egypt, " Sadat said. 

He said he would continue the 
peace process in order to resolve 
the Palestinian problem, which be

Jeddah, May 11 — Arabsat, the 
Arab satellite organization, will 
launch its first communications 
satellite in July 1 982, according to 
Dr. Ali Al- Mashaat, director gen- 
eral of the organization.

Newspaper “Al-Nadwa” in 
Riyadh Thursday that Arabsat 
bad reserved launching facilities 
with th& U.S. National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration 
(NASA) and the European Space 
Agency for the launching of two 
satellites into hn orbit 36,000 
kilometers from earth. 


RIYADH, May 11 (SPA) - 
An autonomous agency has been 
formed to provide consultancy 
services for the government and 
industry and will start operations 
on May 27. it was announced here 
Thursday. 

The new company, which is 
capitalized at SR163 million, will 
absorb the Industrial Studies and 
Development Center, founded by 
the Ministry of Industry and Elec- 
tricity to carry out feasibility 
studies for manufacturing indus- 
tries in Saudi Arabia. 

The company, Saudi Consul- 
tancy Services, will prepare 
studies and research work primar- 
ily for government agencies. But it 
will also act for the private sector 
and individuals and provide tech- 
nical advice for existing industries. 

In issuing out economic feasibil- 
ity reports for government and pri- 
vate sector projects, the company 
wil] concentrate , on their priority 
and the availability of finance. 


A R oyal Decree has already 
been issued transferring the 
activities of the Industrial 
Research and Development 
Center to the new firm. A six-man 
board of directors will be 
appointed under Dr. Ghazi 
Algosaibi, minister of industry 
and electricity, as chairman. 


Meanwhile the center’s director 
general, Rida Mahmoud Abbar, 
has been awarded the King Faisal 
Medal, FourthQass, in apprecia- 
tion of long service to the state.

ISTANBUL, May 11 (AP) — 
Unidentified gunmen Friday shot 
and killed a U.S. serviceman in a 
suburb of Istanbul, The state radio 
reported.

Greece furious at Ecevit 
remarks on Cyprus crisis 


ATHENS, May 1 1 ( AP) — The 
Greek government and opposi- 
tion Friday reacted angrily to what 
were called “inaccuracies and 
untruths,” made by Turkish Pre- 
mier Bulent Ecevit on the Cyprus 
crisis and Greek-Turldsh relations 
at the Council of Europe Stras- 
bourg session. 

But foreign ministry officials 
said attempts were being made by 
both sides to calm passions pro- 
voked by the Strasbourg debate 
Thursday and avoid a further 
deterioration of relations between 
the traditionally hostile members 
of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization. 

The officials said a rumored 
meeting in the southern French 
city between Ecevit and Greek 
Foreign Minister George Railis 
would not take place, “not 
because of the climate created but 
because no such meeting had in 
fact been arranged in the first 
place.” 

Ecevit told the 21-nation Coun- 
cil of Europe Parliamentary 
Assembly that Turkish intentions 


in continuing the occupation of 
northern Cyprus were essentially 
peaceful, and that the ethnic Turk- 
ish minority in Greece was being 
suppressed. 

The Greek government state- 
ment replied that both arguments 
contained “ distortions and blatant 
untruths” They said that while 
the Turkish minority here has 
grown from 106,000 in 1934 to 
120,000 today, the Greek minor- 
ity in Turkey was in the corres- 
ponding years “decimated” from 
120,000 to 8,000. 

On Cyprus the government said 
that even after Turkey’ s first inva- 
sion in August 1 974 and the resto- 
ration of government legality on 
the island republic soon after, 
Turkey then launched a second 
invaaon leading to the occupation 
of 40 per cent of Cyprus. It said 
this occupation continues five 
years later, despite repeated 
international resolutions and the 
Turkish Cypriot minority repres- 
enting only 18 per cent of the 
population. 
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This was the second attack in 
recent weeks on Americans in 
Turkey by political terrorists. 

A month ago leftist terrorists 
shot and killed an American ser- 
viceman, Master Sgt Edward 
Qaypool, in the Aegean port city 
of Izmir and wounded his compan- 
ion, Sgt. Jeffrey Vaign. 

On Thursday it was reported 
that five workers were killed in 
separate ambush attacks in fresh 
outbursts of political violence. 
Four were slain in attacks on 
coffee-houses in two cities cur- 
rently under martial law. 

Three leftist workers were shot 
dead and four were wounded by 
unidentified terrorists who 
opened fire into a coffee-house in 
Gaziantep, in southeast Turkey. 
Police held up four suspects. 


In Adana, 250 kilometers away, 
a rightist worker was shot dead 
and one was wounded critically in 
a similar attack at a coffee-house 
used as a rightist meeting point. 

The fifth casualty was reported 
in Eskisehir, western Turkey, 
where one worker was stabbed to 
death. Gaziantep and Adana are 
under martial law, while relatively 
quieter Eskisehir is noL 

Martial law authorities 
announced three extremists had 
been sentenced to terms ranging 
from 5 to 10 years on murder 
charges for slaying opponents. 

Despite the proclamation of 
martial law in 19 of Turke/s 67 
provinces, political violence pit- 
ting opposite extremists has 
claimed some 400 lives this year.

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Hanoi war prisoners 
to be released soon, 
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Chinese official says 


PEKING, May 11 (AP) — 
China said Friday fit intends to> 
release unilaterally the approxi- 
mately 1,000 Vietnamese soldiers 
captured in the Sino-Vietnam 
border war early this year. 

Vice Foreign Minister Zhong 
Xidong (Chung Hsi-mng) said the 
first batch of about 100 would be 
handed over beginning May 19 by 
the Chinese Red Cross to the Vie- 
tnamese Red Cross at a point bet- 
ween Friendship Pass and Dong 
Dang, scene of some of the 
heaviest fighting of the border 
conflict. 

Zhong told foreign reporters 
the proposal for the turnover of 
the Vietnamese would be made at 
the fourth session of the China- 
Vietnam talks in Hanoi Saturday, 
along with a proposal that the Vie- 
tnamese free the 200 or so Chin- 
ese they claim to have captured. 

Zhong said there had been no 
progress so far in the Hanoi talks, 
but that he hoped the Chinese ges- 
ture on the prisoners would help 
create a more favorable atmos- 
phere. He conceded that the Viet- 
namese might refuse to accept the 
captives, but said China would 
stick to its intention of letting 
them go anyway. 

The minister said China will 
propose that the Red Cross 
societies of both countries meet at 
the transfer point in the presence 
of a representative of the Interna- 


tional Red Cross to work out 
specific questions involved in the 
overall repatriation. 

“We hope the Vietanemse will 
respond as soon as possible,” 
Zhong said. 

He accused the Vietnamese of 
stalling in the first three sessions of 
the Hanoi talks, and said they had 
charged China was seeking to gain 
hegemony. 

Zhong listed a series of accusa- 
tions again st Vietnam, including 
the maintenance of troops along 
the border, provocations, giving 
the Soviet Union Cam Ranh Bay 
in southern Vietnam, and stepping 
up the fighting in Cambodia in an 
effort to achieve victory before the 
rainy season. 

Zhong said that if Vietnam 
would agree to what he termed the 
simple principle of opposing 
bege monism i anywhere and 
opposing any country establishing 
domination of Southeast Asia, the 
Sino-Vietnam problem could be 
solved.

But this latest move appeared to

The United States and its Asian 
allies fear that Soviet use of Viet- 
namese ports would have a power- 
ful effect on the naval balance in 
Asia. 

Japan has voiced fears that 
Soviet activities in this area are 
related to that country’s naval 
operations in the Indian Ocean, 
increasing Japan's concern about 
Soviet ability to control the sea 
lanes through which vital oil from 
the Middle East is brought. 

Soviet surface ships have used 
Cam Ranh Bay in recent weeks 
and Japan has reported Soviet 
Tupolev 95d “Beat” spy planes 
flying into Vietnam.

WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) 

— A Senate committee voted 
Thmsday to shut down in six 
months all nuclear power plants 
operating in the U.S. without a 
government-approved emergency 
evacuation plan. 

Officials said the move could 
force tire rinsing of 41 reactors in 
16 states that 1?cft plans approved 
by the Nuclear Regulatory Com- 
mission. 

The Environment and Public 
Works Committee also voted to 

deny operating licenses to reactors 
now under construction in states 
without the plans approved by the 

NRG 

Committee aides said as many 
as a dozen plants nearing comple- 
tion could be affected. 

The panel agreed to the propos- 
als, made by Sen. Gary Hart, 
DrColo., as it approved legislation 
authorizing NRC programs for the 
year that begins Oct. 1. 

Hart’s recommendations, 
adoped 6-4, need approval by 
both houses of Congress and must 
be signed into law bv President. 
. Jimmy Carter before taking effect. 

The committee's vote is fresh 
evidence of a mood in Congress to 
strengthen the government’s grip 
on the commercial nuclear indus- 
try after the March 28 accident at 
the Three Mile Island reactor in 
Pennsylvania. 

The House of Representatives 
Interior Committee voted Wed- 
nesday to delay government con- 
struction permits for six new nuc- 

- lear reactors. 

Officials said 12 of 28 states 


which have reactors have 
government-approved plans. 
Almost all the states have some 
form of evacuation plan, even 
though they are not government- 
sanctioned. 

Tlte committee, which called for 
a $ 400,000 study of the accident 
at tire Pennsylvania reactor, also 
approved several other steps 
designed to deal with accidents in 
the future. Under the plan: 

— The NRC would be required 
to draft legislation giving the gov- 
ernment sole authority to operate 


a reactor during an emergency; 

— A hot ime would be set up 
between the NRC and nuclear 
reactors for use in an emergency; 

— The NRC would place its 
own full-time inspectors at each of 
the nation's operating nuclear 
plants. There are NRC officials at 
22 of the 70 plants in operation; 
and 

— The NRC would develop for 
congressional consideration a plan 
for continuous monitoring of “the 
principal control-room safety 
instruments” in nuclear plants. 


Film festival at Cannes 
returns to center stage 


CANNES, May 1 1 (AP) — The 
32nd Cannes Film Festival 
opened Thursday in this Mediter- 
ranean resort city brimming with 
tourists and fQm representatives. 

The two-week film 
extravaganza began with tire 
showing of the American musical 
“haii” directed by Milos Forman, 
who won an Oscar for “One Flew 
Over tire Cuckoo 's Nest.” 

The film, which opened in the 
United States a month ago and is 
not vying for the festival award, is 
based on an off-broadway play of 
tire 1960s. 

“Distance gave os tire freedom 
to see the era in perspective and 
made us able to laugh at things 
considered sacred,” said the 
Czech-born director at a news 
conference attended by many of 
the 2,000 film critics and reporters 
covering the festival.

The Carter administration has finally conceded that it has 
sharp differences with Saudi Arabia over the separate peace 
agreement Washington succeeded in selling to Egypt and 
Israel. 

“We have a dear and sharp difference between us,” U.S. 
Secretary of State Cyrus Vance told a House of Representa- 
tives committee this week. But Mr. Vance left the door open 
by adding that the United States will continue to »work to 
strengthen its relationship with Saudi Arabia, “a staunch friend 
and ally for many years,” as the secretary put it.. . 

Mr. Vance’s appraisal of the present state of relationship 
with the Kingdom, contrasts sharply with that of May 1978 at 
the height of the debate on the sale of F-15 fighters to Saudi 
Arabia, when the American administration saw its ties with 
Saudi Arabia as a “special relationship” and ran short of 
superlatives to describe how “special” that relationship was. 

The public admission by Mr. Vance and his pledge to con- 
tinue his efforts towards a Middle East settlement are highly 
commendable. So is his commitment to the now “abridged” 
relationship. But it must be dear by now that the treaty 
incentives which tickled the imaginations of President Sadat 
and Mr. Begin are not a popular commodity in the Arab 
world, and even less so in Saudi Arabia. 

If Mr. Vance’s forthcoming trip to the Middle East is 
designed to promote the same commodity, it stands precious 
little chance cf success outride Cairo and Tel Aviv. Although 
the American secretary has no plans to go to any other capi- 
tals, the administration has not ruled out “the possibility .of 
further additions” to his itinerary in the hope that the visit 
would “soften” the stand of other countries in the region, with 
Saudi Arabia and Jordan as prime targets for “softening.” 

There, has been talk in Western circles, albeit not in official 
ones yet, of a modified sales approach that may involve a 
degree of coercion and arm-twisting to prove the merits of the 
existing Middle East peace package. But it is sincerely hoped 
that the issue will not come to that. While the region has 
maintained, and still maintains, strong and healthy relations 
with the U.S., It must be bom in mind that it is the interests of 
the two rides that determine the shape and future of these 
relations. As the U.S. reserves the right to plan its global 
policy, the right of the Arabs to determine what best serves 
their interests must be beyond doubt. While soul-searching 
and coordination may help to extricate the two sides from the 
aftermath of the separate treaty, any measure of coercion, 
implied or otherwise, can only compound the difficulties. 

Adoption of such an approach assumes that the Arabs have 
no policy choice or alternatives, and that could prove a very- 
grave error. 


“The United States has warned 
the Islamic world against Egypt 
and reaffirmed its intention to 
intervene militarily to protect 
what it calls its vital interests! in 
the Middle East,” according to 
“Al-Nadwa” 

“It is now obvious that the U.S. 
insists on aligning itself with the 
losers. It also supports the forces 
of aggression and injustice. But 
the Islamic foreign ministers con- 
ference went ahead in suspending 
Egypt to protect itself and to 
express its rejection of all that was 
signed by Washington on behalf of 
Zionism with Egypt at the expense 
of the rights of the Muslim people 
and their holy places. 

“If the Muslim people do not 
give greater weight to these 
threats and warnings — as issued 
by the United States — it is 
because they know that they are 
dictated by’ Zionism and they 
know that the loser in the end-will 
be the United States, its interests, 
principles and ideals. 


“The Muslims will uphold their 
r igh ts and find the best means of 
regaining them. 

“Although we would have liked 
to see greater American apprecia- 
tion of the resolutions taken in 
Baghdad and later in fez, we want 
the Americans to realize that 
aggression, injustice and forgeries 
which they have consolidated into 
agreements will have no value.

TOKYO - 

“No other American ally tries as hard as Japan to 
satisfy United States wishes,” sighed a Japanese 
diplomat after the recent summit meeting between 
President Carter and Japanese Prime Minister 
Masayoshi Ohira- Washington appeared apprecia- 
tive: “My official talks with Ohira were one of the 
most productive days of my life,” Carter told a 
White House dinner in the Japanese leader’s honor. 
Allowance made for Carte rsque hyperbole, the 
summit meeting was clearly a satisfactory exchange 
of platitudes, and something more betides. Japan 
was roped into a number of Carter’s projects, whfle 
its obedience to America’s fundamental strategy 
was restated. The communique said the meeting 
waste lay a foundation for “productive partnership 
between the two countries for the 1980s based on 
their shared political and economic ideals.” 

But what h seemed to promise was that Japan 
would continue to ride on America’s coat tails in 
foreign policy. As it has done for ovct 30 years since 
its defeat During the whole of this period of Japan’s 
rise to an economic power, it is hard to point to any 
significant foreign policy initiative that was not 
inspired by Washington — with the exception of 
Tokyo’s wooing ofArab countries after the 1973 oil 
embargo. Integrated into the Western alliance 
through its mutual defense treaty with the United 
States, Tokyo followed Washington like a faithful 
shadow through cold war and detente. Last year’s 
signing of a peace and friendship treaty with China 
is prompted by forewarning that Washington was 
moving towards recognition of Peking. 

It is questionable whether tins treaty, as Japan 
hoped, enhanced stability in Asia, or upset it. Soviet 
displeasure with what was interpreted as an anti- 
Moscow treaty prompted, according to some anal- 
ysts, the condotioa of Moscow’s treaty of friend- 
ship and cooperation with Vietnam in November. 
Whh the guarantees this offered, Vietnam launched 
its offensive against Cambodia the following 
month. Peking countered with a “punitive strike" 
against Vietnam in February, immediately after 
Vice-Premier Deng xiopmg’s visrt to Washington 
(and then Tokyo) createcLan impression of a United 
Stales- Japan-China axis in the making. 

Many thoughtful Japanese have argued that 
Japan — which in the 50’s and 6CTs made enemies by 
its support for the Vietnam war — should learn from 
the past, and avoid involvement in Washington 
power games. But the die is cast, tension with the 
Soviet Union is good for Japan ’s defense industry, 
wind) benefits from the steady escalation of the 
nation's defense budget. The Ohira- Carter com- 
munique must please the hawks in Ohira’ s ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party, and the defense indus- 
try, with its promise that “Japan will continue its 


efforts to improve the quality of its self-defense 
capabilities.” Is the 20 year period up to 1977, 
Japan’s military expenditure increased at a fester 
rate than any other major nation, and repreatedly 
stressing the “Soviet threat,” public opinion has 
been massaged into accepting further big increases 
in defense spending. 

Moreover the communique gave formal expres- 
sion to what the Soviet Union perceives as an 
emerging hostile alliance: “Both Japan and the 
United States seek a constructive relationship with 
China, and will pursue tins course in harmony with 
one another.” 

For weeks prior to the meeting Ohira advisors 
scratched their heads for ways to reduce friction 
between Japahand the United States caused by tbe 
bilateral trade inbalance. But they were unable to 
come op with a formula to satisfy American 
demands that foreign firms be allowed to bid on 
Japanese government contracts — the issue that 
Washington decided to make tire symbol of the 
economic friction between the two countries. Ohira 
reportedly told Carter that Japan would do its best 
to find a solution before the Tokyo economic sum- 
mit in late Jane — which wfl] undoubtedly intensify 
the already loud grumbling here that Japan, alone 
of America’s allies, always seeks sincerely to com- 
ply with Washington ’s wishes. 

Tbe communique said that the two leaders 
readied a “dear understanding about the basic 
policies that each wfll follow over the next several 
years to produce a more harmonious pattern of 
international trade and payments.” As part of the 
process of appearing American dissatisfaction with 
Japan’s $ 12 billion trade surplus, Ohira undertook 
to increase Japan’s aid to developing countries, and 
that Japan would expand its financial support for 
refugees through the United Nations. 

Japan has also come under pressure to help fund 
Carter’s Middle East peace agreement, by increas- 
ing its aid to Europe. Although this was reportedly 
dis c us se d at tbe summit, there was no trace in the 
communique. Japan has been warned that Arab 
countries opposed to tbe peace agreement would 
regard it as an unfriendly act Since Japan only 
started extending substantial aid to Cairo after the 
oil embargo, with the aim of sweetening relations 
with the Arab world in general, it is not about to 
upset its major oil suppliers now by embracing Mr. 
Sadat at Carter’s behest However, the undeviating 
pattern erf three dec a des has been for Japan — often 
as tiie result of some prodding or armtwisting — to 
acquiesce in the American line, so whatever reser- 
vations Tokyo policy makers have — with Washing- 
ton’s disastrous policy towards Iran fresh in mind— 
it is thought likely that, in one shape or other, Japan 
will fork out more rid for Cairo, if oxtly to reduce by 
a few more decibels the uproar in America over its 
alleged unfair trading practices. (G)

HEBRON, Israeli-occupied West Bank— 

“The Jews did it," a gray : haired Palestinian 
shouted. “They cut the grapevinesT 

The growing confrontation between Israelis and 
Arabs in Hebron is apparent in this field of vines 
across the road from Kiryat Arba, the Israeli set- 
tlement adjoining the Palestinian city of Hebron. 
•The barbed wire that the Israelis put up around the 
Palestinian-ferms adjacent to the settlement had 
been cut and pulled aside. 

In the field, 5-year-old vines lay shriveling in the 
spring .sun, neatly severed with a power saw. Hun- 
dreds have been' cut in the last three weeks. 

Across the road, on a commanding rise, stand the 
closely spaced apartment towers of Kiryat Arab, 
where 2,000 Israelis live in the midst of Palestinian 
highlands. Guards with submachine guns carefully 
inspect the cars of Palestinians entering the com- 
pound. 

“Nobody saw them when they came and cut tbe 
trees,'' said Badr Jaabari, 66, who tends six dunams 
( 1.5 acres) of red,- table-quality grapes in the field 
faring the Kiryat Arba road. “They came in the 
night, when it was windy, and we were asleep.” 

Jaabari, a tall, dignified farmer with a sun- 
reddened, weathered face, walked his field in a 
dusty', Jriabiyah and leather sandals, pointing out 
stumps where his vines bad been. Sap oozed from 
the stumps. 

Like his wife, the elderly farmer is sure he knows 
who did it 

“The Jews did it,” he said through an interpre- 
ter.” They want to make us leave our land.” 

Fahd Kawasmeh, the mayor of Hebron, said that 
650 vines had been cut. A reporter going through 
the fields nearest Kiryat Arba counted more than 
1 00, and an Israeli army reserve lieutenant said that 
when he was on duty there late last month he 
counted 360 mutilated plants. 

The vines were cut on land that Kiryat Arba-had 
coveted — and been denied by Israel's supreme 
court — as a site for expansion. The military gov- 
ernment and other Israeli agencies are looking into 
tbe case, but it seemed dubious that any evidence 
would be uncovered indicating that the settlers of 
Kiryat Arba were to blame for the vandalism. 

Kiryat Arba is a residential settlement without 
fa rmlan d. Many of its residents commute to jobs In 
Jerusalem, 22 miles to the north. 

The land dispute is dearly tied in with an even 
more serious issue: tbe “ Right” of Israelis to settle 
in Hebron, which, with 50,000 residents, is the 
second-largest city in the occupied West Bank. 
(Nablus, with 70,000 inhab itants, is the largest city 
in tbe occupied territory.) 

Religious Jews who wanted to establish a Jewish 
presence after Israel took Hebron from Jordan in 
1976 were persuaded to settle instead in adjacent 
Kiryat Arba. Now, however, the leaders of Kiryat 


Arba's religious faction say that the supreme court 
ruling has throttled the tettiemenfs chance to grow 
— so it is time to move into Hebron. . 

The first sign of the move is visible at the old 
Hadassah Hospital m Hebron. 

“You can’t go in,” a red-haired Israeli soldier 
cradling an automatic rifle told a reporter at the 
chained gate to the hospital. “This is a dosed area. 
They cannot come out to talk to you either.” 

Inside the dilapidated stone bedding, imd^r the 
protection of Israeli troops, IS women and 45 chil- 
dren from Kiryat Aiba were engaged in a at-in to 
dramatize the Kiryat Arba residents, denusuFthat 
they be permitted to settle permanently in Hebron. 

A knot of local Palestinians watched with mDd 
interest as the Israeli soldiers took containers of hot 
food to tiie protesters. Two young men from Kiryat 
Arba, one of them with an automatic pistol tucked 
in his blue jeans, also were turned away, by the 
soldiers. • 

“They are going to stay for always,” the young 
Israeli with the pistol said. “They are showing that 
tins place belongs to aft the Jewish, people, and 
should be open for all the Jewish people to five'’ 

Religious residents say that about half offhei Jews 
at Kiryat Arba are there because they wantto See 
the Jewish people bade in Hebron. 

But the Israeli government, aware of thepofyiH 
rial for violence between tiie Palestinians and 
Kiryat Arba’s residents — as west Bank'dweSexs 
they are allowed to carry gons — are anxious to get 
the squatters out of the hospital and avoid rify 
confrontation. 

Prime Minister Menahem Begin has requeued 
that the women leave the hospital buttiten-^^^- 
texs in Kiryat Arba say they wfll not . 

“We wish to establish the continuity ofJevSsh 
residence in the community of H£bran,^1|ud 
Rachel Klein, 44, spokesman for Gosh 
the national religious group to which many qf^e 
Kiryat Arba residents belong. “I would- move there, 
myself if I could.” 

Mrs. Klein said that the government promised 
the people of Kiryat Arba in 1971 that they could 
have the area across the road to build private homes 
for an expansion of tbe settlement Before that, she 
said, government officials had said Kiryat Arba 
residents could someday move into Hebron. 

Mrs. Klein, London-born and the mother of two 
children, was asked if people from Kiryat Arba had 
destroyed the Palestinians^ vines. - 

“Any thing brought as an accusation has fo be 
proved in court,” she said. 

LL Meir Uzan, the reservist who was on duty 
when the vines were cut, told a reporter that he had 
asked the local Israeli border police chief why Ins 
men had not acted to catch the vandals, and was 
told: 

“What do you want, that my men should inform 
on their comrades? Most of the members of the 
units are residents of the Kiryat Arba.” — (LAT) 


Afghan rebels step up war

ISLAMABAD — 

Wazir Muhammad is a burly, six-foot Afghan 
tribal chief with a gun and a cause. Before die 
socialist revolution which brought Nur Muhammad 
• Taraki to power in Kabul a year ago, he was a 
member of parliament representing the Jadran 
tribe. Now, along with thousands of other Muslim 
tribesmen, he has begun a jihad, or holy war, to rid 
Afghanistan of its Soviet-backed Marxist rulers. 

Green eyes blaring under tbe large carefully- 
wrapped and balanced doth covering his head, 
Wazir Muhammad has just returned from two 
weeks at the “fronr to report on early progress to 
his exiled leaders. He tells a remarkable tale of 
fighting in the eastern province of Paktia, where 
even the Kabul government has begun acknowledg- 
ing that it is faring difficulties. 

Armed with Lee Enfield. 303 rifles supplied 
from unadministered “tribal areas” squeezed bet- 
ween Pakistan and Aighanistan, thousands of 
tribesmen responded to the call for war from religi- 
ous leaders tike Syed Ahmad Gaflani, whom Wazir 
Muhammad follows, and from Afghan Muslim dis- 
sident groups opposed to Tarakf s regime. 

The tribesmen’s principal goal at the moment is 
to liberate enough territory to establish tbe head- 
quarters of an alternative government. Paktia is tbe 
first sage on the way to Kabul, and a route to power 
that has been used before. The tribesmen have 
begun by cutting roads, destroying bridges and 
breaking communication tines. 

On top of this they are trapping military convoys 
to seize more sophisticated weapons, and attacking 
army Outposts in numerous small centers. They 
already claim to have mobile 120 mm cannons,, 
heavy machineguns, hundreds of Kalashnikov rifles 
and Jeeps with wireless sets. The military outpost at 
Zirok, they say, has been encircled sinoe April 10. 

The Kabul government has responded in 
strength. On April 11, on the morning after the 
brigade at Zirok was surrounded, nine Russian- 
built MiG jets began bombing the rebels, and the 


attacks continued daily. When a regiment oftroops 
was sent, they lost several armored vehicles and 
trucks. Jets and hel i copters have bombed and razed 
several villages in Paktia. 

Thefossof life in the attacks and counter-attacks 
appears heavy . Although the rebels say their losses 
are small compared with government casualties 
because of their style of fighting, they admit that in 
some engagements they are taring 20 per cent of 
their men killed and anothr 10 per cent wounded.. 
That amounts to hundreds of people on both rides. 

According to Wazir Muhammad, another two 
mititaiy outposts, in the towns of Uiguh and 
Gonial, have been encircled and fighting is contain- 
ing. Tbe centers of two sub-counties in Paktia, Sul- 
tani and Seroza, are said to be in rebel hands, with 
black flags flying above them — the Islamic symbol 
of holy war. 

To judge by Wazir Muhammad’s enumeration of 
the tribes now fighting, barely anyone in the whole 
of Paktia can now escape involvement in this war. 
That means members of the same tribe on the 
Pakistan border have probably begun particip ating 
as well, raising the specter of retaliation by the 
Kabul g overnment against Pakistan. 

So far i ncidents involving the two countries have 
been con fi ned to a couple cf cases of ah elHng and 
one of strafing from the air, but escalation along the 
whole lengfa of the fender is begjhuing to look 
unavoidable. North of Paktia, in the provinces of 
Kunar and Nooristan, clashes have been continuing 
for months and vast tracts of mo untaino us terri tory 
are uncontrolled by the Kabul government 

More importantly, between Kunar and Paktia the 
tough Mo hm a nd tribesmen have to launch 

their own offensive. It wfll begin shortly, «*id could 
transform the military situation in the east because . 
the Mohmands are probably the best organized and 
best armed tribesmen in the area. 

Pakistan, anxious uot to confront Afghanis tan 
and its Soviet backers, has sought to res train them, 
for just that reason. Apparently the attempt has 
fefled- (OFNS) 
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attempts to isolate it and neutral- 
ize it in various ways fike striking 
the Palestinians^ or by creating 
local allies like Saad Haddad the 
renegade commander who has 
declared an independent state in 
the south protected by Israeli 
guns. The idea is also to ensure the 
security of its northern region by 
braiding string of local agents as it 
did in Sinai. Once this is done, 
Israel will turn on the Syrian and 
Jordanian fronts. For .this reason 
we urge the Fez conference to dis- 
cuss the Lebanese question since 
the conference is dealing primarily 
with Palestine and holy 
Jerusalem.” 

* * * 

“The Saudi working paper at 
Fez is an expression of the aspira- 
tions of every Muslim," according 
to “Al-Medina”. 

“It is also a reminder to every 
Muslim not to accept humiliation 
by giving up the fight to regain the 
holy places and occupied ter- 
ritories. The paper is simple but 


significant in that it refuses to give 
op the holy places to Zionism and 
thereby lose the most important 
shrines in Islam to the invaders. 
The Saudi aim is to promote col- 
lective Muslim efforts to defeat 
the criminal intents of the enemy 
to Judaize the holy dty and deliver 
tbe Aqsa mosque to the Zionists. 
Sandi Arabia wants to preserve 
tbe Islamic character of the dty 
whicT the Crusaders had 
repeatedly failed to detach. King 
Khaled and Crown Prince Fahd 
have reaffirmed their belief that 
the future of Jerusalem is not a 
debatable issue. The efty must be - 
returned to the Arabs together 
with other occupied lands includ- 
ing Palestine itself.” 

Commenting on continued 
Israeli attacks on Lebanon. “Al- 
Bflad” said Israel bas several aims 
which include: 

“Weakening Lebanon and 
embarrassing it through economic 
strangulation; 

— Foment communal trouble in 


the country by using a few local 
stooges now that attempts to 
revive the civil war have failed; 

— Bring the country to its knees 
so that a separate peace treaty 
with Israel would become inevit- 
able; 

— By raising the specter of 
peace treaty with Lebanon Israel 
hopes to sour relations between 
Lebanon and Syria and between it 
and the Palestinians which may 
further lead to the deterioration of 
an already critical situation. 

“The Lebanese government 
lenows the true intent of the 
Israelis and bas reacted accord-* 
ingly. Israel ordered its lackey in 
tbe south to declare the secession 
of the region and announced its 
Opposition to the deployment of 
the Lebanese army in the region. 

“This situation warrants greater 
support for the Lebanese govern- 
ment and army and also warrant a 
greater role for the United 
Nations forces there*

JEDDAH — AJ1 along the 
shone north of Jeddah are long 
narrow bights of deep water 
penetrating nearly perpendicu- 
larly into the coast. These are 
characteristic of the Red Sea and 
closely connected with coral for- 
mations. 

These sharms, or inlets, com- 
prise the most important harbours 
of the Red Sea as well as many 
smaller anchorages. In some cases 
the mouth of a wadi opens at the 
back of the inlet, but such wadis 
only discharge rain water into the 
bight and then only at long and 
irregular intervals. 

One such inlet is the Sharm 
Obhor. also known to people in 
Jeddah as Obhor Creek, or simply 
the Creek. It is situated about 30 
kilometers north of Jeddah. 

Obhor Creek is about 12 
kilometers long and curves inland. 
It has long been Jeddah's favorite 
place to go to at the weekend, and 
its shoreline is covered with beach 
huts and houses. It offers swim- 
ming, snorkeling, fishing, water 
skiing and boating of ali kinds, 
besides being a pleasant place to 
relax and watch the day go by. 

Sailing is probably the popular 
sport of all at the Creek. During 
the past two or three years the 
number of sail boats on the Creek 
has increased tremendously. 

The Sunfish is one of the most 
popular sail boats used in the 
Creek. It is a good boat on which 
to team to sail. The sail is broad

Apart from the Sunfish, the 
main boats seen on the Creek are 
Lasers, Toppers, 470s and 
Catamarans. The Catamarans are 
a much fester boat and seem to 
flash by at great speed. They are 
distinguished by their double hulls 
and large, multi-colored sails. 

Another marvellous sight is a 
470 with its spinnaker out. This 
extra sail is used when the wind is 
behind the boat. It billows out on 

the top half of the mast at the bow. 

On Thursday afternoons and 
Fridays, enthusiastic sailors can be 
seen ali along the Creek, carrying 
their boats, or wheeling them on 
trolleys, down to the water. The 
early boats will already be scud- 
ding along. It is a beautiful sight. 

Although strong, gusty winds 
may sometimes topple the inex- 
perienced into the sea, the Creek 
is a relatively safe place to sail. 
Beginners soon learn bow to right 
their boat and sensible people 
always wear a buoyancy aid. 

One of the haunts of enthusias- 
tic sailors is the Red Sea Sailing 
Association. It was a hive of activ- 
ity late last month for the first day 
of the RSSA Spring Regatta. 
Members arrived early to prepare 
their boats. The week had been 


windy with a lot of dust blowing 
about Boats needed cleaning off 
as well as being checked and 
repaired where necessary. 

Peter Taylor, the Commodore 
of the Red Sea Sailing Associa- 
tion, took time off from his own 
preparations to show the vantage 
points for watching the racing. 
The club house patio is high and 
has a good general view of the area 
of the Creek where the course was 
set out. Taylor advised however/ 
to go to the end of the jetty for the 
best view of the start and finish of 
the races. 

Anne Taylor, his wife, was 
down near the jetty putting up the 
sail of a^Sunfish. “I'm tired of 
being crew to my husband in the 
470,” she laughed. “Tm compet- 
ing on my own today.” Her hus- 
band was sailing a Laser in the 
races, also on his own. 

A gong suddenly boomed out 
from the jetty. Owners of Lasers 
sprang to attention: their boats 
were to be the first starters. One of 
the four small flags hoisted above 
the judges shelter was lowered. 
Taylor later explained the signifi- 
cance of this. A gong and three 
flags means ten minutes to the 
start; a gong and two flags — five 
minutes; a gong and one flag — 
one minute; a gong and no flag — 
they're off! 

There was not much of a wind. 
“Not so good for heavyweights 
like me," Taylor said. 

The "Lasers were away after a 
slightly muddy start. Getting to 
the starting line at exactly the right 


moment is very important and 
requires a great deal of skill and 
practice. The boat that gets away 
first has a good chance of bolding 
its position since the wind is not 
affected by other sails. 

The 470s followed, then the 
Catamarans, finally the Sunfish. 
The boats were competing for two 
trophies. The Dimhill Trophy for 
Sunfish only, and the Crystal Tro- 
phy, a handicap race for all the rest 
of the boats. Both trophies are 
open to non-merabersand, on this 
occasion, there were 52 boats tak- 
ing part, a record number. 

The morning races were slow 
and it was lunchtime before the 
last Sunfish came over the finish 
line. Over a cold in the RSSA dub 
house, the Commodore talked 

about the Association. 

“It was formed 10 years ago for 
sailing enthusiasts who wished to 
race. In recent years membership 
has expanded enormously and the 
facilities are inadequate for the 
numbers. Also we have been told 
that this building is beginning to 
fell down! We are hoping to build 
a new club house in a year or two.” 

Plans and a sketch of the prop- 
osed building are up on the wall. 
They look extremely attractive, 
and practical. 

“We have plenty of room for 
more boats," Taylor explained, 
pointing to an expanse of sand 
further back in the compound. 

Membership is open to anyone 
who owns a class boat (Sunfish, 
Laser, 470, Catamaran) and who 
is interested in racing.

The Association run children's 
sailing lessons during the holidays. 
They have team racing against 
teams from Aramco, and often 
their races are open to non- 
membets. 

The second part of the Trophy 
races took place in the afternoon. 
The wind was a little stronger and 
racing was fester. One Sunfish 
owner had his sail ripped when 
rammed by another S unfish not 
competing in the race. Anne 
Taylor returned in a fury because 
another competitor had not 
obeyed rules and given her right of 
way when she was on the star- 
board tack. In the muddle that 


ensued, her boat was pushed 
backwards, got of control and tip- 
ped over. 

The afternoon finished with 
races for the Britannia Trophy, a 
new one reserved for novice 
helms. In this, Mr. Taylor restored 
her honor by winning the Sunfish 
class. 

“I never expect to get any- 
where," she said." ‘Tin non- 
competitive, really. I just follow 
along behind. Peter is the one who 
is always up ahead."

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‘ Shoulder- tapping 5 Japan’s older workers

YOKOSUKA, Japan — For 42 
of his 57 years. Yoshiro Yamada 
has worked for Sumitomo Heavy 
Industry here, and by the normal 
rules of Japan’s lifetime employ- 
ment system he has another year 


to go. 

But Sumitomo’s shipyards in 
this port city are in trouble and the 
long-term prospect for new orders 
is bleak. Yamada's name is on a 
long list of older workers who are 
being asked to retire. 

Unlike most of his coworkers, 
Yamada is resisting. Four times in 
the past five weeks his boss has 
suggested that he retire voluntar- 
ily like the others. Four times 
Yamada has refused. “ I will die if I 
leave the company now,” he says 
gantly, meaning that he would 
consider his useful life ended. “I 
cannot die." 

Although the resistance of 
Yamada Is uncharacteristic, his 
story is similar to that of thousands 
of Japanese workers whose com- 
panies are having hard times these 
days. Japan's famous lifetime 
employment system is soil intact 
but it is being frayed around the 
edges, and the experience is a 
wrenching one for workers and 
management alike. 

Lifetime employment tradi- 
tionally has meant every worker is 
guaranteed a job until retirement 
age, usually in their late 50s. It has 
accounted for the stability of 
Japanese companies in the boom 
tears and for the remarkable loy- 
alty of their employees-, secure in 
their belief that even in bad years 
the company will take care ol 
them. 

Now that confidence is waning. 
Companies resort to various 
euphemisms to veil the layoffs. In 
the case of Yamada and his 
Sumitomo co-workers, the prac- 
tice is called" Kata Tataki," which 
means a "tapping on the shoul- 
der.” It i> si much-dreaded phrase 
that really means: “ Please leave, 
you are uu longer needed." 

Another device is “window- 
siJing.” The unwanted office emp- 
loyee is placed in a remote comer 
of the roo n near a window, far 
removed fro n where important 
husine.s* is done. He is given little 
or no work to do and eventually 
leaves in humiliation. 

Other tactics are less indirect. 
Some of the resisting Sumitomo 
shipyard workers here are sur-

rounded and jeered at by large 
groups of their fellow workers 
who belong to a company union 
that has agreed to the Sumitomo 
employee reduction plan. 

One such scene was tape 
recorded and played back to a vis- 
iting reporter recently. An emp- 
loyee named Morita was seated at 
his lunch table when, at a whistle 
signal, about 150 workers 
gathered around him and shouted 
in unison, over and over: “ Morita 
— quit the company! Morita — 
quit the company!" 

Such incidents are rare in 
Japan's prosperous postwar his- 
tory and were unheard of in the 
high-growth days of the 1960s, 
but the 1970s have brought 
change. First there was the oil- 


shock-induced recession that 
depressed many industries. 
Unlike their counterparts in other 
industrial countries, Japan's cor- 
porations tried desperately to 
avoid layoffs. Elaborate plans 
were made to "loan” Employees 
to healthy industries, and to a 
remarkable degree they were suc- 
cessful in averting mass firings. 

The economy is now rebound- 
ing and although Japan's unemp- 
loyment rate of 2.06 per cent is 
high by Japanese standards, it is 
extraordinarily low by the stan- 
dards of some other countries. 

More recently, however, some- 
thing worse has happened: struc- 
tural long-term depression in 
some big industries. Japan's steel 
and ships are increasingly uncom- 


annual salary increases regardless 
of nerit, it is the oldest who are 
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paid the most money. Getting rid 
of them saves the company more 
than would a reduction of the 
younger labor force. Between 
Dec 26, 1977, and Jan. 8. 1979. 
more than 7,800 shipbuilding 
industry workers were retired 
early. 

Increasingly the unions are pro- 
testing, particularly the Sohyo 
Federation of socialist-oriented 
unions, which are more outspoken 
than the docile company unions. 

“Of course, the wages of older 
workers are very high so it seems 
natural for the companies to get 
rid of them," says Ataru Shoji. 
director of Sohyo - s employment 
bureau — "but this is bad for soci- 
ety as a whole. The social costs are 
very high. There are high unemp- 
loyment insurance costs and wel- 
fare costs and finding other jobs 
for them is very difficult." Japan's 
population is aging swiftly, Shoji 
observes, and the problem is com- 
pounded by a growing proportion 
of older workers in the labor force. 
“So what the companies want to 
do contradicts the social needs of 
our time.” 

Some observers see the com- 
panies and older employees on a 
collision course that may produce 
the country's first serious postwar 
labor clash. For while the com- 
panies are trying to reduce the 
number of older workers and 
lower the de facto retirement age 
from 57 or 58 to 55 or younger, a 


petitive with those produced in 
other Asian countries. Ship orders 
that once went to Sumitomo now 
go to South Korean yards. Those 
industries are being reorganized in 
Japan, and workers are being 
stripped from the payrolls. The 
number of employees in big firms 
— those having 500 or more 
workers — has declined by 2.1 per 
cent in the past year. 

The big firms have cut back on 
recruitment of younger workers. 
Women employees, who rarely 
work past their mid-20s anyway, 
are urged to leave even earlier. 

The ax is falling most frequently 
on male workers in their riid-50s. 
those a few years short of regular 


counter- movement is gaining 
support in the Japanese parlia- 
ment. Legislation introduced by 
opposition parties would prohibit 
dismissal of workers vouneerihan 
60. 

Japanese management execu- 
tives insist that what is happening 
to older workers in depressed 
industries is a fringe phenomenon 
that does not seriously dilute the 


promise of lifetime employment. | 
It is still the custom to hire emp- | 
ioyees for life and train them ; 
within the factories, they say. 
•‘Lifetime employment is not 
being basically changed," says 
Yoshinobu Matsuzaki, an official 
of the Japanese Federation of 
Employers. 

It is considered an embarrass- 
ment in business circles for a com- 
pany to be accused of pressuring 
for early retirements, and 
Sumitomo Heavy Industries 
denies that it is doing so. It 
-emphasizes it is offering the older 
workers larger- than- usual retire- 
ment bonuses and help in finding 
other jobs if they leave now. Its 
plan was accepted by the shipyard 
company unions and. even accord- 
ing to socialist union sources, only 
about 1 0 percent of those asked to 
leave have resisted here. 

Shunao Shirai. assistant public 
relations director at Sumitomo, 
tells questioners that what the 
company is doing here is not really 
"shoulder-tapping." The workers 
are merely choosing on their own 
to follow the. company's 
guidelines, which specify - the ages 
of those expected to retire. “It's 
not tapping on the shoulder" he 
says, “if they leave of their own 
will" 

The resisting workers insist this 
is a distinction without a differ- 
ence. Once shown the guidelines, 
the workers in those older age 
brackets know they are expected 
to leave and fear other pressures if 
they do not. they contend. 

"It is very humiliating and it is 
very hard to stay around any 
longer" onoe the worker knows 
what is expected of him, says the 
Sohy Federation's Shoji. “An 
atmosphere is created in which it is 
verv painful to stav around." —

Defeat blamed on confusion 

ouse kills Carter ration

WASHINGTON, May 11 (AP) — U.S. House of 
Representatives leaders are blaming the stunning 
defeat of President Jimmy Carter's standby 
gasoline- rationing plan on confusion over which 
Americans would have gotten the most fuel under 
its provisions. 

After several days of intense White House lobby- 
ing on Capitol HOI, the House voted 246-159 
Thursday night to kill the rationing plan under 
which Americans would have needed coupons to 
buy gasoline during a national fuel emergency. 

Disregarding an impassioned appeal from House 
Speaker Thomas C^neffl, D-Mass. that “this is the 
only plan you’ll have," the Democratk-controlled 
House handed Carter a tetter setback. 

“Many Americans felt this was a plan to imple- 
ment rat io ni ng,” said. Rep. John B rad e mas, 
D-Ind., “ even though the bill would only have given 
Carter standby authority." 

In addition, Brademas said last-minute change to 
the plan made by the White House to win votes 
needed m the Senate led to fears in the House that 
some drivers would have ended up with a dispro- 
portionate share of a limited supply. 

“It is difficult for members to approve something 
they don't feel they can count on," he said. 

O'nefll ! likened the: issue to the 1938 congres- 
sional debate over implementing the national milit- 
ary draft, which was in place when World War II 
began three years later. 

O’ neQl blamed parochial interests for torpedoing 
the proposal, saying legislators looked only at bow 
the plan would affect their own areas. 

He said failure of Congress to approve die 
standby plan would leave the United States unable 
to cope with another major disruption in energy 
supplies like the 1973-74 Arab ofl embargo. 

White House analysts had feared from the begin- 
ning that modifications made to pick up needed 
votes from Senators from large rural states would 
cost the plan support among urban legislators in the 
House. 

A Carter spokeswoman said the president would 
sot comment on the House action until Friday. But 
his sentiments were already well known. 

After Senate passage Wednesday, the president 
said “defeat of this plan would leave the country 
vulnerable and defenseless — The government 
would require six to eight months to develop, pass 
and implement a new plan — time we could 01 
afford during an energy crisis.” 

A 1975 law required the president to submit

proposed gasoline rationing plans to Congress and 
gives lawmakers 60 days in which to act. The time 
on the plan killed Thursday would have run out 
Friday. 

The House recessed until next Monday after the 
rationing vote, meaning there is no possibility the 
plan could be revived. 

However, the House did approve — by a unani- 
mous voice vote — Carter's plan to require that 
thermostats in public buildings be set at no less than 
80 degrees (F) in the summer and no more than 6S 
in the winter. 

The Senate had approved the rationing plan 
Wednesday by a 58-39 margin. 

Backers of the standby plan had insisted it would 
‘ be used only for a major interruption of oil supplies 
like another oil boycott and not to ease regional 
gasoline shortage like those in California. 

And Energy Secretary James Schlesinger, testify- 
ing Thursday before the House Ways and Means 
Committee, asserted: “unless there is a major 
debacle in the international arena — there is zero 
probability of gasoline rationing.” 

But House Republican Leader John Rhodes of 
Arizona urged rejection, saying even though the 
proposal was called a standby plan, “within a very 
short period of time, you will find it implemented.” 

Carter originally wanted to allocate rationing 
coupons based solely on the number of registered 
vehicles in a household. But he modified the plan 
twice in an attempt to pick up needed votes. 

The final plan would have still allocated gas based 
on the number of registered vehicles but the 
number of coupons issued per- vehicle would have 
depended on the past statewide average for 
gasoline use. 

Meanwhile, Schlesinger said be plans to watch 
the oil industry closely in the next few weeks to see 
that gasoline production is not held back in antici- 
pation of higher prices. 

But for the moment, Schlesinger also told the 
House Ways and Means Committee Thursday, it is 
principally a shortage of crude oil — not any oil- 
industry conspiracy — that has held U.S. refineries 
to 85 per cent of capacity. 

In an effort' to reduce U.S. consumption of fore- 
ign oil. Carter will begin phasing out federal oil- 
price controls June 1. 

Schlesinger went before the committee seeking 
support for Carter’s proposed new tax to take away 
some of the windfall revenues that will flow to the 
oil companies after decontrol.

Gas crunch hits home 


States pondering California plan 


NEW YORK, May 11 (AP) — 
U.S. governors dusted off plans 
drawn upduringthe 1973 Arab oil 
embargo as the U.S. House of 
Representatives rejected Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter’s proposal for 
standby gas rationing authority. 

Around the nation, officials 
kept a cautious eye on California 
should their states become the 
next to feel a gasoline pinch. 

“We have to be careful and all 
conservation measures should be 
actively pursued,” Washington 
Gov. Dixy Lee Ray said Thursday. 

Gov. Hugh GaDen said New 
Hampshire is reviewing a gas 
rationing system it readied in 1973 
but never used. In the meantime, a 
26 per cent cost increase 
threatened yo drain the state 
police gasoline account before the 
end of the fiscal year. 

More than 63 per cent of the 
stations in metropolitan Southern 
California were expected to dose 
Saturday, according to the South- 
ern California Auto Club, which 


predicted closings would reach 92 
per cent Sunday. Officials made it 
clear that beginning Monday they 
would enforce the 12-county gas > 
purchasing program, ticketing 
motorists who don’t abide by the 
rules. 

San Francisco supervisors 
unanimously approved the odd- 
even gasoline sales plan Thursday 
that had gone into effect in many 
other areas Wednesday. 

Several Los Angeles residents 
whose license plates bore the even 
numbers that gave them a date at 
the gas pumps Thursday awoke to 
find their tags missing. 

Panic-buying could tip the 1 
scales toward gas rationing in 
North Carolina, Gov. Jim Hunt 
said Thursday. 

Hunt said a plan based on 
license tag numbers, similar to the | 
one in California, was ready to be 
implemented “at a moment’s 
notice" if long lines appear at ser- 


vice stations this summer. But he 
said restrictions could be avoided 
if motorists stay calm. 


LONDON, May 1 1 (AP)— Bri- 
tain's annual inflation rate moved 
into double figures in April for the 
first time since December 1977, 
the Department of Employment 
announced Friday. 

The department said the rise in 
retail prices on a year-to-year 
basis stood at 10.1 per cent in 
April — compared to 9.8 per cent 
in March, 9-6 per cent in February 
and 93 per cent in January. 

The inflation rate thus was in 
double digits for the first time 
since December 1977, when it was 
at 12.1 per cent. In January 1978 
the inflation rate had dropped to 
9.9 per cent 

The April increase was sharper 
than had I generally beem expected 
by economic analysts. At the 
upper end, one brokerage bouse 
forecast a 13-per cent rise in 
prices during April, making the 
year-to-year increase just shy of 
10 per cent. Other forecasts had 
been for variously more modest 
rates of inflation. . 

The Department of Employ- 
ment said the April increase was 
due primarily to the higher cost of 


The rising inflation rate poses a 
major economic problem for the 
new government of Margaret 
Thatcher, whose Conservatives 
won the May 3 general election 
and ended five years of moderate 
socialism under the Labor Party of 
James Callaghan, 

Labor boaaed in the campaign 
that it had brought the annual 
inflation rate into single figures 
from a peak of around 26 per cent 
in the late summer of 1975.

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Judge gives 11 Soweto activists 
lighter sentences than expected 


JOHANNESBURG, May 11 
(Agencies) — Four students from 
Soweto, accused of leading the 
1976 riots which swept the huge 
blade township outside Johannes- 
burg, were sent to prison Friday 
for between two and four years. 

But the judge gave seven other 
students suspended sentences of 
five years each. Blacks waiting for 
the end of the seven-month trial at 
a courthouse in Johannesburg^ 
white suburb of Kempton Park 
said the sentences were lighter 
than they expected. 

Judge Henk van Dyk last week 
founded the 11 defendants — 
members of the now-outlawed 
Soweto Students' Representative 
Council (SSRC) — guilty of sedi- 
tion for demonstrations which led 
to the violent clashes with police. 

He sentenced Daniel Sechaba 


Montsitsi, former president of the 
SSRC, to eight years in jail, two 
other men to six and seven years 
each and Susan Sibongile 
Mtbembu, the only girl on trial, to 
six years. Four years of each sen- 
tence was suspended. 

Defense attorneys were dearly 
pleased. 

The charge of sedition had not 
been used in 30 years in South 
Africa, and as a common law 
offense it left fixe judge free to 
impose virtually any sentence up 
to life imprisonment. 

The judge noted that ail the 
defendants have already spent at 
least 21 months in detention. He 
also noted that at the time of the 
Soweto riots of June 1976 fixe 
defendants were aged only 15 to 
20 years.

Ford clan sees top post 
go to non-family member 


DETROIT, May 11 ( AP) — 
Philip Caldwell was named 
Thursday to succeed Henry Ford 
H as chief executive officer of 
Ford Motor Co., only the second 
non-Ford to be elevated to the top 
post of the United States’ no. 2 
carmaker. 

Caldwell, 59, has been vice 
chairman and president of Ford. 
He will take over the top job Oct 
1. 

Ford, 61, told shareholders at 
the firm's 24th annual meeting be 
will continue to serve as chairman 
for “ an indetertmnant period ” 
but said his role in the company, 
founded by his pioneering grand- 
father, would be “ completely 
non-executive after Oct 1.” 

Besides the Caldwell 
announcement, shareholders 
heard from Benson Ford Jr., who 
has been attempting to succeed his 
late father on the board. 

Henry Ford II called bis nephew 
“ unqualified" to at on the board. 

Young Ford’s address from the 
floor of Ford auditorium was 
restrained.

El Salvador leader threatens

SAN SALVADOR, May 11 
(Agencies) — The President of El 
Salvador, Carlos Humberto Rom- 
ero, warned that he will declare an 
emergency state of siege if further 
clashes break out between leftist 
militants and security forces. 

There was uneasy calm in the 
capital Friday after a funeral pro- 
cession Thursday for the 19 peo- 
ple killed in agunbattle in front of 
the city's Roman Catholic 
Cathedral on Tuesday. 

French Ambassador Michel 
Doudenne and four of his staff 
spent their eighth day as hostages 
in the French embassy, held by lef- 
tist rebels demanding the release 
of five jailed leaders.

The procession began at the 
cathedral from which leftists 
rushed out to stage tbe demonstra- 
tion on Tuesday which turned into 
a bloodbath. 

The government meanwhile 
said that the leftist guerrillas 
burned six persons to death in 
boshes as thousands turned out for 
the funeral. 

Government spokesman Col. 
Rafael Flores Lima said the guer- 
rillas built barricades across high- 
ways leading into the capital 
Thursday, “attacked a dozen 
buses and burned them," and that 
four passengers and two drivers 
burned to death trying to escape. 

He said the attackers were 
members of the Popular 
Revolutionary Forces, one of 
three leftist guerrilla groups seek- 
ing the violent overthrow of Presi- 
dent Romero's military regime. 

More than 15,000 persons 
- turned out for the funeral. 

Along the 20-block route, the 
marchers chanted, “End the 
_ tyranny" “it’s tbe color of blood 
we will never forget” “ socialism is 
coming, no one can stop it" and 
“victory forever." 

The marchers took turns shoul- 
dering the coffins. They wore gas 
masks against the stench of the 
corpeses, which had lain on the 
cathedral steps or inside for. 
almost two days in 90-degree 
beat. 

“Glory to the dead of May 8," 
read a big banner carried by some 
of the marchers as the procession 
wound through Skin Salavadoi’ s 
narrow streets. Thousands lined 
balconies and rooftops to which 
the march go by. 


BPR members had seized the 
cathedral and the French and 
Costa Rican embassies last Friday 
to demand the release of their 
jailed comrades. 

Police said 1 6 of them remained 
inririp the French embassy with 
hostages. Rebels still held the 
cathedral. 

But tbe three militants who held 
the Costa Rican embassy for five 
days were safely in San Jose, hav- 
ing been granted political asylum 
by the Costa Rican government. 

Police said Thursday night they 
had set free of the five men whose 
release had been demanded by the 
bloc. He was Jose Richardo Mena, 
a student leader arrested two 
weeks ago on charges of carrying 
subversive propaganda. 

They said another bloc leader, 
Facudo Guardado, would be 
released Saturday as a judge has 
rejected charges that be had car- 
ried a concealed weapon and a 
false document. 

There was no word on the other 
three. 

Security was strengthened 
around foreign embassies follow- 
ing police reports that the BPR — 
a coalition of labour, peasant -and 
student groups — planned to take 
over more diplomatic missions to 
embarrass the government. 


TSUMEB, Namibia, May 11 
(AJ?) — Large areas of central axxd 
northern Namibia (South-West 
Africa) have been declared “sec- 
urity areas", giving the military 
extensive powers to search people 
or premises without warrants. 

Marthinus Steyn, the South 
African administrator of the ter- 
ritory, Thursday announced what 
he termed tbe “drastic steps" to 
counter increased attacks by guer- 
rillas of the South-West Africa 
People’s Organization. 

The announcement came the 
day after the killings of four whites 
— a 60-year-old woman and her 
two grandchildren and a neighbor- 
ing farmer — in northern 
Namibia. 

Thursday, the mili tary flew/ 
some two dozen foreign and local 
reporters to the scene of tbe kil- 
lings near here. 

Tsumeb and the farms where 
the whites were killed are fixe 
northernmost white fanning area 
of the territory. To the north, 
along the Angolan border, Hes 
Ovamboland, tribal homeland of 
the Ovambo tribe. 

The reporters were shown the 
bloodstains in the farmyard where 
Mrs. Johanna Smio and then her 
grandchildren Willie Roodt 2, and 
Jennifer Roodt, 5, were bayon- 
eted to death. 

In the surrounding scrubland, 
the reporters saw what officials 
here described as the largest man- 
hunt in the territory’s history. 

Black and white troops on foot, 
in armored vehicles, in helicopters 
and on trail bikes scoured tbe 
countryside in search of the bank 
estimated at up to 40 SWAPO 
guerrillas. 

The farmhouse itself was 
thoroughly ransacked and officials 
said guerrillas were apparently 
looking mainly for food. 

The new restrictions announced 
by Steyn and the scope of the 
manhunt reflected the authorities’ 
belief that the attacks on tbe 
while farmers — two others were 
killed earlier this month — mark a ■ 
new offensive in the 13-year guer- 
rilla war.
